The saving of premature 
infants has been 41 most important 
factor in the reduction of Infnnt 
mortality. A premature 
infant 


quickly develops into 
n normal 
child. 


A premature infant is one who 
weighs 5Vji pounds or less at birth. 
The smaller infants are less likely 
to survive; only 15 per cent of 
those who weigh less than 3 1-3 
pounds iit birth live, while 85 per 
cent of those who weigh over 3 1-3 
pounds survive. 


The incomplete development of 
the body in a baby born prema- 
turely is the most important diffi- 
culty to overcome. He has little 
or 
no protection 
against infec- 


tions, especially those of the re- 
spiratory tract. 
He finds it diffi- 


cult, if not impossible, to control 
his body temperature. His swal- 
lowing mechanism is imperfectly 
developed, and he has «i tendency 
to choke on food which goes down 
the wrong way. 
In addition, his 


fragile tissues may 
cause injury 
during birth. 
PUNY-LOOKING BABIES 
Premature infants look 
puny. 
The head is round, 
the 
cars 


hug the sides of the head, the nails 
arc imperfectly 
developed, 
and 
the cry is feeble. They seem to 
be in a deep sleep most of the 
time, and arc aroused'with diffi- 
culty when fed. 


At birth, the premature infant 
is wrapped in blankets. The head 
is kept lower than the feet, 
to 
drain fluids from the nose 
and 


mouth. 
An excess of mucus, if 


present, is aspirated with a syr- 
inge. If respiration is feeble, in- 
halations of oxygen are given. 
The greatest problem in caring 


for a premature infant at home is 
keeping him from being handled 
and exposed to chilling and infec- 
tion. The greasy skin-covering is 
not disturbed by bathing, and the 
baby is kept in an incubator. Care 
should be exercised, in transport- 
ing him to a hospital, to prevent 
him 
from being chilled. 
Cities 


with 
well-organized 
premature- 
cure services provide special am- 
bulances for the infants. 
INCUBATORS ARE 
ESSENTIAL 


A supply of incubators 
should 


be on 
hand in all centers, 
so 
they may be sent at once to the 
place where the premature infant 
is born. The incubator is kept af 
85 to 90 degrees F. in order to 
hold the infant's rectal temper- 
ature just above 96 degrees F. 
Premature infants arc fed very 


carefully, with small quantities of 
food. If 
they are 
not 
strong 


enough to nurse, a special feeder 
is used. Extra vitamins are add- 
ed, and, as they develop, the food 
intake is stepped up as rapidly as 
possible. 


Many hospitals report a reduc- 


tion 
of 
premature death rates, 


after special-care 
programs were 


established, 
from nearly 75 per 
cent to less than 15 per cent. Every 
community should be interested in 
this subject. It offers a great life- 
saving opportunity.

propagandist 
who preached the doctrine of "Asia 
UK- Lie Asiatic's." 


Matsuoka was reported 
by

medical board two weeks ago to bo 
loo i l l ' t o stand trial. The defense 
moved he be confined to a private 
sanitarium and his name be strick- 
en from the indictment. 


Okawa, who disturbed arraign- 
ment proceedings by twice slap- 
ping Tojo on top of his bald head, 
cannot receive adequate treatment 
at the station hospital and should 
be in a psychopathic ward, defense 
said.

guage, that federal courts in time 
might decide: 
Picketing, itself, and refusal to 
cross a picket line are secondary 
boycotls and therefore illegal. 


This would be an extreme 
re- 
striction on labor because picket- 
ing and refusal to cross a picket 
line are powerful weapons which 
unions have long used against em- 
ployers. 


Striking workers throw a picket 
line — strikers marching up and 
down — around a struck plant to 
discourage other people from hav- 
ing anything to do with the plant. 
For example: 
1. People who might like to go 
into the plant to take the jobs of 
trie strikers are discouraged from 
doing so by the sight of the pick- 
ets. 


2. Other unions, 
which 
might 


have business in that planl — busi- 
ness nol at all connccled with the 
strike — are discouraged from go- 
ing through the picket line. Unions 
traditionally respect picket lines. 


A boycott, generally, is a refus- 
al by unions to have anything to 
do with a plant, or products of a 
plant, which is accused of objec- 
tionable labor practices. 
The line between a primary boy- 
cott and a secondary 
boycott is 
pretty thin. Here's why: 


1. A primary boycot. This is 
usually directed by a union against 
its own employer. For instance: a 
union within a plant refuses 
to 


handle goods turned out by non- 
union workers within that plant or 
some other planl owned 
by the 
same company. 


2. A secondary boycott This is 
generally used by a union against 
some employer other than its own. 
For example: unionized electrical 
workers in some cily may rcfu.su 


If the case bill becomes law by 
that time, would this be illegal: 


Union truck drivers, 
not 
con- 
nected with the strike, refusal ,to 
deliver their goods to the strike- 
bound 
ships 
because 
it would 
mean driving through 
the picket 
line. 


Would such a refusal be consid- 
ered a secondary boycott although 
it was merely following the old un- 
ion policy of not crossing a picket 
line? 


And would the picket lines them- 
selves — since they were set up 
to discourage such things as de- 
livery of those truckloads of goods 
lo the ships — be considered a sec- 
ondary boycott? 


This much seems clear in the 


bill: Sympathetic strikes would be 
considered a 
secondary 
bpycolt 


and, 
therefore, under terms of the 


bill would be forbidden. 


When a union, having no dispute 


of its own, strikes to support the 
strike of some other union, that is 
a sympathetic strike.

The saving of premature 
infants has been 41 most important 
factor in the reduction of Infnnt 
mortality. A premature 
infant 


quickly develops into 
n normal 
child. 


A premature infant is one who 
weighs 5Vji pounds or less at birth. 
The smaller infants are less likely 
to survive; only 15 per cent of 
those who weigh less than 3 1-3 
pounds iit birth live, while 85 per 
cent of those who weigh over 3 1-3 
pounds survive. 


The incomplete development of 
the body in a baby born prema- 
turely is the most important diffi- 
culty to overcome. He has little 
or 
no protection 
against infec- 


tions, especially those of the re- 
spiratory tract. 
He finds it diffi- 


cult, if not impossible, to control 
his body temperature. His swal- 
lowing mechanism is imperfectly 
developed, and he has «i tendency 
to choke on food which goes down 
the wrong way. 
In addition, his 


fragile tissues may 
cause injury 
during birth. 
PUNY-LOOKING BABIES 
Premature infants look 
puny. 
The head is round, 
the 
cars 


hug the sides of the head, the nails 
arc imperfectly 
developed, 
and 
the cry is feeble. They seem to 
be in a deep sleep most of the 
time, and arc aroused'with diffi- 
culty when fed. 


At birth, the premature infant 
is wrapped in blankets. The head 
is kept lower than the feet, 
to 
drain fluids from the nose 
and 


mouth. 
An excess of mucus, if 


present, is aspirated with a syr- 
inge. If respiration is feeble, in- 
halations of oxygen are given. 
The greatest problem in caring 


for a premature infant at home is 
keeping him from being handled 
and exposed to chilling and infec- 
tion. The greasy skin-covering is 
not disturbed by bathing, and the 
baby is kept in an incubator. Care 
should be exercised, in transport- 
ing him to a hospital, to prevent 
him 
from being chilled. 
Cities 


with 
well-organized 
premature- 
cure services provide special am- 
bulances for the infants. 
INCUBATORS ARE 
ESSENTIAL 


A supply of incubators 
should 


be on 
hand in all centers, 
so 
they may be sent at once to the 
place where the premature infant 
is born. The incubator is kept af 
85 to 90 degrees F. in order to 
hold the infant's rectal temper- 
ature just above 96 degrees F. 
Premature infants arc fed very 


carefully, with small quantities of 
food. If 
they are 
not 
strong 


enough to nurse, a special feeder 
is used. Extra vitamins are add- 
ed, and, as they develop, the food 
intake is stepped up as rapidly as 
possible. 


Many hospitals report a reduc- 


tion 
of 
premature death rates, 


after special-care 
programs were 


established, 
from nearly 75 per 
cent to less than 15 per cent. Every 
community should be interested in 
this subject. It offers a great life- 
saving opportunity.

Picketing, itself, and refusal to 
cross a picket line are secondary 
boycotls and therefore illegal. 


This would be an extreme 
re- 
striction on labor because picket- 
ing and refusal to cross a picket 
line are powerful weapons which 
unions have long used against em- 
ployers. 


Striking workers throw a picket 
line — strikers marching up and 
down — around a struck plant to 
discourage other people from hav- 
ing anything to do with the plant. 
For example: 
1. People who might like to go 
into the plant to take the jobs of 
trie strikers are discouraged from 
doing so by the sight of the pick- 
ets. 


2. Other unions, 
which 
might 


have business in that planl — busi- 
ness nol at all connccled with the 
strike — are discouraged from go- 
ing through the picket line. Unions 
traditionally respect picket lines. 


A boycott, generally, is a refus- 
al by unions to have anything to 
do with a plant, or products of a 
plant, which is accused of objec- 
tionable labor practices. 
The line between a primary boy- 
cott and a secondary 
boycott is 
pretty thin. Here's why: 


1. A primary boycot. This is 
usually directed by a union against 
its own employer. For instance: a 
union within a plant refuses 
to 


handle goods turned out by non- 
union workers within that plant or 
some other planl owned 
by the 
same company. 


2. A secondary boycott This is 
generally used by a union against 
some employer other than its own. 
For example: unionized electrical 
workers in some cily may rcfu.su 


If the case bill becomes law by 
that time, would this be illegal: 


Union truck drivers, 
not 
con- 
nected with the strike, refusal ,to 
deliver their goods to the strike- 
bound 
ships 
because 
it would 
mean driving through 
the picket 
line. 


Would such a refusal be consid- 
ered a secondary boycott although 
it was merely following the old un- 
ion policy of not crossing a picket 
line? 


And would the picket lines them- 
selves — since they were set up 
to discourage such things as de- 
livery of those truckloads of goods 
lo the ships — be considered a sec- 
ondary boycott? 


This much seems clear in the 


bill: Sympathetic strikes would be 
considered a 
secondary 
bpycolt 


and, 
therefore, under terms of the 


bill would be forbidden. 


When a union, having no dispute 


of its own, strikes to support the 
strike of some other union, that is 
a sympathetic strike.

most 
belligerent 
and 
insensate 


supporters but toward the end ot 
their lives hated and fought Roos- 
evelt with the snrne nrdor. 


Comparisons would not bo 
en- 


tirely complimentary to either, for 
Patterson, too ,had his faults and 
peculiarities but in 
his 
personal 


knowledge of the American people, 
which was Roosevelt's boast, Pat- 
terson had it all over his up-coun- 
try neighbor. He was a rouphncck 
by nature who had 
had 
street 


fights in his early days as a So- 
cialist.'He wore expensive clothes 
but looked like a bum nnd, for a 
long time after he came to New 
York just after the first war to 
start the Daily News, ho 
spent 


hours alone in movies and prowl- 
ing the streets day 
and 
night. 


Whether 
lie 
was 
consciously 


"studying" humanity for guidance 
in appealing for circulation or just 
happened to share those tastes and 
enjoyed humanity's company anci 
inexpensive pleasures 1 have never 
quite decided for myself although 
T knew him well; I knew him to 
be intensely patriotic .in the "nar- 
row" sense which is now deplored 
by the Communists and their semi- 
American friends as the founda- 
tion of Hitlcrism because 
Hitler, 


too, was patriotic.

and hating Roosevelt in his later

whispered up against him, but'Pat- 
terson was a great puncher who

Comparisons would not bo 
en- 


tirely complimentary to either, for 
Patterson, too ,had his faults and 
peculiarities but in 
his 
personal 


knowledge of the American people, 
which was Roosevelt's boast, Pat- 
terson had it all over his up-coun- 
try neighbor. He was a rouphncck 
by nature who had 
had 
street 


fights in his early days as a So- 
cialist.'He wore expensive clothes 
but looked like a bum nnd, for a 
long time after he came to New 
York just after the first war to 
start the Daily News, ho 
spent 


hours alone in movies and prowl- 
ing the streets day 
and 
night. 


Whether 
lie 
was 
consciously 


"studying" humanity for guidance 
in appealing for circulation or just 
happened to share those tastes and 
enjoyed humanity's company anci 
inexpensive pleasures 1 have never 
quite decided for myself although 
T knew him well; I knew him to 
be intensely patriotic .in the "nar- 
row" sense which is now deplored 
by the Communists and their semi- 
American friends as the founda- 
tion of Hitlcrism because
